Are the Canadians going to attack 
us? WUI the Mexlcaus attack us? 

I heard a member from Texts tell 
In a private conversation the other day 
that in case of any trbuble with Mexico. 
Texas alotiei without any assistance 
from the rest of the country, could 
whip our southern neighbor. (Ap¬ 
plause.)

That must be 
taken Into consideration. 

Switzerland, however, has no stand¬ 
ing army. The Swts militia Is more 
like the armed democracy of nncleiu 
rdepubllc* than any other military 
Institution in the world. It surely cjuld 
never be used by any usurper against 
the people. 

We should have such a system here. 
Both Washington and Jefferson be¬ 
lieved in a citizen soldiery and a mere 
skeleton of an army, in Washington s 
time the regular army was reduced to 
about 2.000 men. 

The forre under Gen. Anthony Wayne 
that broke tho Indian power at the 
Maumee Rapids in 1704, w hs composed 
of men specially recruited for that pur¬ 
pose. Subsequently the regular array 
wa» inrrrased somewhat, but it was 
again reduced- this lime to 3.000 men 
under Thomas Jefferson. 

Wo rould readily and without any

The attitude which Social-Democrats should take toward trade 
unions has been a subject of endless discussion in the councils of our 
party. In all meetings and conventions of Socialists the “Trade Union 
Resolutions" have awakened a bitterness that seems to many new 
comrades difficult to understand. The older comrades have not. how¬ 
ever, forgotten thut the trade union policy of the old Socialist-l-abor 
party was the chief cause of its rotnpletc obliteration as a .political 
force in Amrrien. 

By a policy of friendliness toward organized labor the Socialist- 
Labor party built up a strong working class political movement. 
It reached the zenith of its career in the middle of the nineties nnd 
then it altered its policy toward the unions. As a result chiefly of 
of this act it was literally torn to pieces and destroyed. 

The rapidity with .which destruction overcame it is startling. 
The Socialist Trade anff Labor allinnce was launched in 1895. It 
was an attempt to form a new national lal>or movement pledged to the 
principles of Socialism. It was hoped thift it would displace the 
Knights of Labor and the American Federation of Labor. This new 
organization aroused the most bitter ronttoyersy. Although endorsed 
by the- Socialist Labor party convention of 18fH>, the dissensions 
which it created in the Socialist movement must ever remain a warn¬ 
ing to those who believe that the attitude of Socialists toward labor 
organizations is a matter of little Aioment. Indeed, the present 
Socialist party owes its very existence to the anti-trade union policy 
of the Sorialist-Lal)or party. It* first art therefore was to repudiate 
the Socialist Trade and Labor alliance and' to proclaim ita sympathy 
with the struggles of all trade unions, regardless of national affilia¬ 
tions. The luter union of all Socialists opposed to the old Socialist 
Labor party reaffirmed this attitude, and, despite opposition, it has 
been the policy of the Socialist party ever sqice. 

At the national convention of the Socialist party. May, 1904, 
it was declared; “The trades and labor union movement is a natural 
result of the capitalist system of production and is necessary to resist 
the encroachments of capitalism * • * In accovdancc with 

the derisions of the International Socialist^ congreenes in Brussels, 

The last sentence is of the utmost significance. The Socialist 
Trade and Labor alliance was an attempt to organize' the workers on 
(Hjlitical lines. Had it been successful the trade unidns would have been 
divided into Democratic. Republican and Socialist unions, or at least 
into Socialist and Auti-Socialist unions. In every shop and trade 
the workers would then have been split into political tactions'that 
would have rendered all united action impossible. The resolutioh of 
the Socialist party condemn* not only political divisions in the trade 
union movement but also other divisions on the grounds of opinion, 

! whether religious, political or economic. • It condemns all rival union¬ 
ism and puts the stamp of Socialist condemnation on every" form of 
: dual unionism. 

Before the national convention of the Socialist party held in May, 

. 1908. a new dissension had arisen in the labor movement. It waa no 
longer a question only of politics, it was now a question of the form of 
organization, industrial unionism had launched’itself in anlagon- 
i ism tn craft unionism, and the advocates of the new idea sought to 
draw the Socialist party into the dispute. Industrial unionism was to 
be the panacea for all human ills. It was to abolish the capitalist sv»- 
! tern and to usher into being the new world It drew to its banner every 
j enemy of the American Federation of Lalx r and, among the others, 
most of the Socialipt-L«l>or party men who had set out to "smash” 
the trade union movement.

The advocates of industrial unionism urged that the party point out .to 
the working class the advantages of industrial organization. This 
was apparently inoffensive, as nof only nearly every member of the
